You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House  in  said  Town  on  Tuesday,  the 
Eleventh  day  of  March  next,  at  eight  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  (Polls  close  at 
6:00  p.m.)  to  ballot  for  Town  Officers  and  other  questions  required  by  law  to  be 
decided  by  ballot.  Pursuant  to  the  authority  of  RSA  39:2-a  and  the  vote  of  the  Town 
on  March  10,  1970,  all  business  other  than  ballot  questions  will  be  recessed  until 
7:00  p.m.,  Tuesday,  March  18,  1980  at  Peterborough  Elementary  School,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects : 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing.  (By 
Ballot) 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and 
Building  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  and  by  petition,  or  take  any 
other  action  relating  thereto.  (By  Ballot) 

Article  3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  or  Officers 
heretofore  chosen,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  legacies  and  gifts  to  the  Town  in 
Trust  or  otherwise  by  any  individual  or  individuals,  or  take  any  other  action 
relating  thereto.

(Sewer  Two  Hundred  Eighty-Six  Thousand  Two  Hundred  Thirty-Five  Dollars 
($286,235.00)  and  Library  Sixty-Six  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  Dollars  ($66,900.00) 
for  the  paying  of  the  Town  debt  and  interest,  or  take  any  other  action  relating 
thereto. 

Article  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  in  anticipation  of  collection  of  taxes  for  the

1.  Significant  accounting  policies: 

Department  reporting  -  The  General  Fund  does  not  include  the  following 
departments  or  funds  which  are  reported  separately:

Federal  revenue  sharing 

Depreciation  policy  -  water  and  sewer  -  The  Town  charges  to  expenses 
annual  amounts  of  depreciation  which  allocate  the  cost  of  the  property, 
plant  and  equipment  over  their  estimated  useful  lives.   The  Town  uses 
the  straight-line  method  for  determining  the  annual  charge  for  deprecia- 
tion.  The  ranges  of  the  estimated  useful  lives  used  are:

2.  Appropriated  fund  balance  -  general 

Appropriated  fund  balance  at  December  31,  1979  represented  the  unexpended 
balance  of  special  appropriations  carried  forward  from  1979. 

3.  Long-term  debt  -  general: 

General  long-term  debt  at  December  31,  1979  represented  the  unpaid  balance 
of  the  4.10%  sewer  construction  bonds  and  a  5  3/4%  library  expansion  note  pay- 
able.  The  bonds  are  payable  in  annual  installments  of  $185,000,  plus  interest, 
through  1980,  and  in  annual  installments  of  $180,000,  plus  interest,  from  1981 
through  1990.   The  library  expansion  note  is  payable  in  equal  annual  install- 
ments of  $60,000,  plus  interest,  through  1981.

6.  Pension  plan: 

The  Town  provides  for  pension  benefits  to  substantially  all  fulltime  em- 
ployees through  a  contributory  system  under  New  Hampshire  law.   The  law  pre- 
scribes the  formula  for  computing  pension  benefits  and  presently  does  not 
permit  advance  funding  of  pension  liabilities.   Pension  benefits  are  paid 
from  Town  funding  and  employee  contributions  based  on  date  of  entrv.   Pen- 
sion expense  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1979,  the  latest  year-end  of  the 
New  Hampshire  retirement  system,  was  $13,196.   There  is  no  unfunded  past 
service  liability  and  the  value  of  vested  benefits  has  not  been  determined. 
The  date  of  the  last  actuarial  report  on  the  New  Hampshire  retirement  system 
is  June  30,  1977. 

7.  Contingencies : 

In  November  1978,  the  administrator  of  the  estate  of  a  man  who  died  allegedly 
by  accident  in  May  1977  in  the  Peterborough  Town  jail  brought  suit  for  $500,000 
against  the  Town  and  certain  police  officers.   In  the  Town  counsel's  opinion, 
the  financial  liability  of  the  Town  will  be  minimal,  if  not  nonexistent.   The 
case  is  still  awaiting  trial. 

In  February  1980,  a  former  police  officer  brought  suit  for  $250,000  against 
the  Town  and  the  police  chief,  primarily  for  reasons  of  sex  discrimination. 
In  the  Town  counsel's  opinion,  the  financial  liability  of  the  Town  will  be 
minimal,  if  not  nonexistent. 

A  local  business  has  filed  a  property  tax  abatement  request  for  approximately 
$30,000  for  each  of  the  tax  years  ended  March  31,  1979  and  1980.   The  selectmen 
have  denied  the  request  and  the  matter  is  being  appealed  in  court.   The  outcome 
is  dependent  upon  the  true  value  of  the  property.   An  independent  appraiser  is 
now  verifying  the  Town's  figures. 

8.  General  fixed  assets: 

The  Town  instituted  fixed  assets  accounting  as  of  December  31,  1979  and  has 
included  a  Statement  of  General  Fixed  Assets  in  its  financial  statements  as  re- 
quired by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.   However,  historical  cost 
records  were  not  readily  available  for  most  assets.   Therefore,  the  assets 
have  been  stated  on  the  following  basis:

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

1979  closed  the  decade  of  the  seventies  that  saw  the  sustained  pressure  of  both 
growth  and  inflation  on  all  aspects  of  town  government.  Responding  to  these 
pressures  has  resulted  in  a  significant  planning  effort  to  assure  that  town  services 
can  accommodate  anticipated  demands. 

Engineering  studies  of  Sewer  Department  capabilities  and  projected  demands 
has  resulted  in  a  detailed  proposal  to  aerate  the  lagoons  and  allow  a  doubling  of 
present  capacity,  thus  assuring  the  long  term  capability  of  absorbing  projected 
growth.  All  related  costs  are  to  be  absorbed  by  the  Sewer  Department  and  should 
not  add  to  property  taxes. 

Although  our  present  well  capacity  appears  to  be  adequate  to  sustain  growth,  it 
was  believed  prudent  to  search  out  alternative  sites  and  acquire  land  before  it 
becomes  developed.  Presently  a  promising  site  off  Summer  Street  is  being 
developed  and  the  Town  has  an  option  to  acquire  this  land.  Again,  all  anticipated 
costs  will  be  borne  by  the  Water  Department  using  retained  earnings  and  capital 
reserves. 

A  long  term  solution  to  landfill  needs  still  eludes  us.  Certainly  everyone  is  well 
aware  of  the  magnitude  of  this  problem  and  the  need  to  search  out  a  long  term 
solution.  Short  term  achievements  in  1979,  however,  are  most  encouraging.  The 
response  to  voluntary  recycling,  particularly  by  industry  and  businesses,  has  been 
most  heartening.  A  complete  restructuring  of  the  landfill  with  an  expanded 
recycling  facility  has  been  accomplished.  Only  commercial  haulers  have  direct 
access  to  the  landfill  area,  thus  increasing  control  and  helping  extend  the  life  of  the 
landfill.  We  ask  for  cooperation  and  understanding  as  we  continue  to  search  for  a 
long  term  solution  to  our  solid  waste  problems. 

The  excellent  recommendations  of  the  Bookkeeping  Committee,  formed  as  a 
result  of  the  1979  Town  Meeting,  have  been  accepted  and  implemented.  We  have 
worked  closely  with  our  auditors,  resulting  in  their  presenting  more  clearly  the 
financial  statements  and  the  town  developing,  for  the  first  time,  a  statement  of 
general  fixed  assets  as  recommended  by  our  auditors. 

We  look  forward  to  the  eighties  with  confidence  and  appreciate  the  continued 
support  of  both  town  employees  and  residents.

The  following  is  a  brief  report  of  the  Departments  that  I  have  administered 
during  the  past  year. 

Highway  Department 

The  Department  got  off  to  a  slow  start  in  1979  as  we  lost  most  of  our  employees  to 
higher  paying  jobs  in  the  private  sector. 

After  reviewing  and  revising  the  wage  schedule  in  late  July,  we  were  able  to  fill 
our  vacancies  with  personnel  qualified  in  our  field  and  much  of  the  scheduled  work 
was  completed  by  the  end  of  the  season. 

Crews  reclaimed  and  resurfaced  a  portion  of  High  Street  and  MacDowell  Road 
to  eliminate  a  rough  road  surface. 

A  new  sidewalk  was  constructed  from  Adams  Playground  westerly  to  Steele 
Road  with  plans  to  complete  the  project  to  West  Village  in  1980. 

Town  crews  also  replaced  the  bridge  at  Steele  Road  with  a  multi-plate  pipe  arch 
and  made  major  renovations  to  the  intersection  of  Steele  Road,  Briggs  Road  and 
Union  Street. 

The  road  rebuild  on  Sand  Hill  Road  from  General  Miller  Road  to  Caper  Corner 
begun  in  1978  was  completed  this  year  and  is  a  big  improvement  over  the  narrow, 
twisting,  roadbed  that  it  replaced. 

A  cut  in  the  budget  forced  cancellation  of  a  much  needed  drainage  project  on 
Sand  Hill  Road.  In  place  of  the  project  several  individual  drains  were  installed  at 
various  locations  to  eliminate  isolated  drainage  problems. 

An  unexpected  emergency  repair  came  about  on  Depot  Street  when  the  "River 
Jordan",  a  long  buried  canal  collapsed  taking  a  large  section  of  street  with  it. 

Lobacki  Drive  was  resurfaced  with  a  leveling  course  and  a  new  wearing  coat  of 
hot  top.  The  usual  one  third  of  the  streets  were  resealed  under  the  surface  treat- 
ment program. 

Winter  crews  put  in  many  long  weeks  as  most  of  the  bad  weather  came  as  ice 
storms.  This  type  of  winter  seems  to  occur  in  seven  year  cycles.  The  alternate 
freezing  and  thawing  wrecked  havoc  with  the  streets  resulting  in  an  abnormal 
number  of  potholes  over  a  long  period  of  the  winter. 

The  Department  will  be  maintaining  an  additional  2,700  feet  of  road  this  winter 
as  a  section  of  General  Miller  Road  off  the  Old  Greenfield  Road  has  been  rebuilt  to 
Town  Specifications  as  part  of  the  General  Miller  Estates  Development. 

Water  Department 

1979  was  a  light  year  for  the  Department  as  no  large  projects  were  scheduled. 

Eleven  new  services  were  installed  during  the  year. 

The  new  well  development  program  was  at  a  standstill  for  the  last  twelve 
months  as  there  was  no  firm  accomplishment  forthcoming  on  options  or  purchase 
of  the  two  favorable  sites. 

Sewer  Department 

Residents  were  active  in  new  sewer  projects  in  1979  with  two  neighborhoods 
having  had  sanitary  sewage  service  installed  under  the  Guaranteed  Mainline 
Extension  program. 
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The  Mercer  Avenue  project  is  complete  and  nine  families  are  now  connected  to 
the  Town  system. 

Twelve  families  on  Keenan  Drive  have  had  the  main  installed  in  their  neighbor- 
hood and  they  will  be  connected  in  the  Spring  when  a  new  pumping  station  is 
completed  at  the  Pineridge  Phase  IV  development  on  Taylor  Road. 

A  total  of  fifteen  new  services  were  installed  in  the  past  year. 

Solid  Waste 

Many  changes  occurred  in  a  very  few  days  at  the  dump  as  a  whole  new  Solid 
Waste  Facility  came  on  line  in  early  December. 

A  new  48'x56'  pole  barn  type  storage  and  work  building  was  constructed  by  Town 
crews  and  the  entire  area  was  landscaped.  The  new  facility  occupies  two  acres  of 
land  that  presents  the  user  with  a  pleasing  parklike  appearance. 

The  building  provides  inside  space  for  processing  newsprint,  cardboard,  cans 
and  scrap  metals  for  resale . 

A  new  baler  has  been  installed  and  is  in  operation. 

Your  Public  Works  Crew  is  to  be  commended  for  their  efforts  in  putting  this 
package  together  at  a  great  savings  to  the  Town. 

Use  of  this  facility  will  help  prolong  the  life  of  the  landfill  area. 

Parks 

This  year  both  Putnam  and  Teixeira  Parks  were  cared  for  by  the  Bud  Grant 
family.  Their  usual  fine  effort  has  kept  both  parks  well  groomed  during  the  season. 

Trees  and  Forests 

Thirty-eight  dead  and  hazardous  trees  were  removed  from  Town  roads  in  1979. 
This  seems  to  be  a  never  ending  problem  and  one  in  which  we  are  falling  behind. 

For  the  first  time  this  year  trees  from  our  Town  nursery  stock  were  utilized  for 
landscaping  purposes.  Several  shaply  Scotch  Pines  were  transplanted  to  dress  up 
the  new  Solid  Waste  Facility. 

Cemetery 

The  new  cemetery  section  created  in  Lower  Pine  Hill  last  year  has  sodded  in 
nicely  and  is  now  in  use  with  several  lots  being  sold  at  this  time. 

Stacey  Guyette  was  low  bidder  and  was  awarded  the  Cemetery  Maintenance 
contract.  He  and  his  crew  had  the  grounds  in  fine  shape  for  Memorial  Day. 

Crews  performed  forty -two  burials  and  two  exhumations  during  the  year. 

Town  House 

The  exterior  painting  of  the  Town  House  was  completed  during  the  Fall  and  the 
storm  windows  were  installed  just  before  year  end. 

Engineering 

The  Department  once  again  made  the  annual  updating  of  the  Tax  Maps.  Copies 
or  sets  of  the  maps  are  available  to  the  public  for  a  fee  at  the  Town  Office. 

Two  Sewer  Main  designs  were  also  completed  by  the  Department. 

Education 

Water  Foreman,  Howard  Parker,  and  I  completed  an  eight  week  course  in  Basic 
Waterworks  Operation,  Management,  and  Design  sponsored  by  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission. 

Highway  Foreman,  Francis  Deiana  and  I  completed  a  three  day  school  dealing 
with  Positive  Guidance  in  Traffic  Control  sponsored  by  the  Federal  Highway 
Administration  and  the  New  Hampshire  Public  Works  and  Highway  Department. 

Mr.  Deiana  also  completed  a  one  day  seminar  on  Standardization  of  Signs  and 
Markings  sponsored  by  the  Federal  Highway  Administration  and  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Public  Works  and  Highway  Department. 

In  November  I  was  awarded  the  pleasure  and  honor  of  being  elected  to  the 
Presidency  of  the  New  Hampshire  Waterworks  Administration. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Selectmen,  my  office 
staff;  Thelma  Turner,  Becky  Baldwin  and  Deanna  Atkinson,  my  foremen;  Tom 
Weeks,  Howard  Parker  and  Pete  Deiana,  fellow  Department  heads,  and  to  you  our 
valued  citizens  for  the  continued  support  and  understanding  during  the  past  year.

CIVIL  DEFENSE  REPORT  1979 

We  had  as  expected  flooding  problems  during  February,  March  and  April.  Two 
homes  on  Summer  Street  were  nearly  to  the  point  of  evacuation.  One  home  on 
Sharon  Road  nearly  flooded  out  with  adjacent  ice  jams. 

During  the  flooding  situation,  great  credit  is  due  the  MacDowell  Dam  engineer, 
John  Rathburn,  for  holding  back  low  dam  head  water  on  the  Nubanusit.  There 
were  several  dangerous  ice  jams  along  the  two  rivers. 

Assistance  was  given  to  the  Pheasant  Wood  Nursing  Home  in  preparing  an 
Emergency  Operation  Plan. 

The  Department  of  Energy  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  was  very  helpful  in 
allocating  to  Civil  Defense  gasoline  and  oil  for  use  in  times  of  emergency  and 
hazardous  situations  for  use  by  the  Fire,  Police,  Highway  and  Civil  Defense 
Departments.  These  allocations  were  dispensed  to  A.W.  Peters  and  Hafeli  Gas  & 
Oil  Companies. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Civil  Defense  Agency,  we  are 
preparing  a  Nuclear  Civil  Protection  Program  to  cover  evacuation  procedures  in 
case  there  is  a  nuclear  attack  in  the  militarily  active  area  at  Porstmouth,  N.H. 
from  the  high  risk  area  of  Portsmouth  west  to  Peterborough. 

The  cooperation  of  the  Fire  and  Police  and  Highway  Departments  are  ap- 
preciated. Also  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  staff  members.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Energy  has  become  a  prime  consideration  for  everyone  in  this  year  of  1979.  This 
is  especially  so  in  a  town  like  Peterborough,  with  its  history  of  power  development 
from  the  Contoocook  River  and  Nubanusit  Brook.  It  was  mills  run  by  water  power 
which  in  the  1800s  created  the  substance  of  Our  Town.  Stimulated  by  the  en- 
thusiasm of  our  member  Damon  Crumb,  the  Conservation  Commission  turned  its 
attention  to  reuse  of  these  streams,  and  the  power  potentials  of  Nubanusit  Brook 
have  now  been  clearly  demonstrated  by  the  Pref easibility  Study  authorized  by  the 
March,  1979  Town  Meeting. 

Headed  in  town  by  the  MacDowell  Reservoir  and  Dam,  the  Nubanusit  Brook  has 
two  principal  generation  sites  in  the  two-mile  distance,  with  a  total  drop  of  170  feet, 
to  its  confluence  with  the  Contoocook  River;  an  upper  slue  in  West  Peterborough 
and  a  lower  one  near  the  Contoocook  confluence.  No  unsurmountable  impediments 
appear  to  exist  at  this  time  which  would  detract  from  the  success  of  this  project. 
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The  preliminary  findings  of  the  Study  were  presented  at  a  public  hearing  on 
October  19,  1979,  where  a  showing  of  hands  at  the  end  of  the  meeting  favored  the 
project  43  to  3. 

The  Conservation  Commission,  feeling  that  at  this  stage  the  project  should  have 
the  specifically  continuing  attention  of  a  Special  Committee,  recommended  to  the 
Selectmen  the  appointment  of  a  Hydropower  Committee  to  study  and  carry  for- 
ward the  project  to  eventual  completion.  Such  a  Committee  was  promptly  ap- 
pointed by  the  Selectmen  and  began  its  work  early  this  November.  It  is  hoped  that 
necessary  authorization  for  the  completion  of  the  project  will  be  provided  by  the 
1980  Town  Meeting. 

Persistently  over  recent  years  industry,  housing,  recreation  and  local  sub- 
sistance  farming  have  competed  with  commercial  farming,  forestry  and  ex- 
tractive enterprize  in  exploiting  the  wealth  of  New  Hampshire's  noted  countryside. 
Conflicting  interests  in  seeking  an  ideal  growth  community,  offering  desirable  em- 
ployment, living  quarters,  communication,  commercial  services  and  en- 
tertainment can  become  destructive  of  vital  community  values.  With  present 
energy  problems,  curtailed  transportation  and  shrinking  natural  resources,  a 
community  in  time  can  be  forced  to  become  increasingly  self-sufficient  and  more 
dependent  on  its  local  assets. 

Thus  the  preservation  of  areas  of  prime  agriculture,  of  prime  forestry,  of 
essential  water  resources,  our  wetlands  and  other  natural  reserves  may  again 
become  essential  to  this  and  every  other  community.  Already  the  prevention  of 
polution  in  our  streams,  our  air,  and  our  land  is  commanding  national  attention.  To 
these  common  ends  of  realistic  community  progress  your  Commission  is  joining 
with  statewide  programs  to  identify  such  prime  community  resources  for  long 
term  preservation  and  prosperity. 

Though  most  of  the  attention  of  the  Commission  this  year  has  been  taken  up  with 
supervision  of  the  Prefeasibility  Study  for  the  hydropower  project,  attention  also 
has  been  given  to  recreational  development  of  town  forest  land. 

To  permit  final  clearing  of  the  relocated  trail  across  the  Town  Forest  to  the 
summit  of  South  Pack,  permission  has  been  requested  of  the  State  Department  of 
Parks  and  Recreation  to  trim  and  blaze  the  necessary  trees  and  suitably  grade  the 
pathway  where  it  crosses  Miller  State  Park.  This  trail  would  emerge  on  the  height 
of  land  where  the  former  rock  pylon  stood  just  north  of  the  main  summit. 

Similarly,  work  needs  to  be  undertaken  to  develop  the  passive  recreational 
facilities  of  the  North  Peterborough  Dam  area,  among  other  areas  placed  under 
the  supervision  of  this  Commission,  including,  hopefully,  the  Seccombe  land  off 
Union  Street  designated  as  an  eventual  gift  to  the  Town.  The  Conservation  Com- 
mission expects  to  give  added  attention  to  such  projects  in  the  coming  year.

Off.  Somero:  Police  Academy  (8  weeks) 

We  are  continuing  our  In-Service  Training  and  all  officers  are  presently 
receiving  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  PR-24  batons.  These  are  considered  to  be  the 
most  versatile  defense/offense  law  enforcement  tools  available. 

CRIME  RATE 

The  first  three  quarters  (January -September)  of  1979  show  a  decrease  of  61%  in 
the  Peterborough  Crime  Rate. 

JUVENILES 

We  did  not  find  it  necessary  to  petition  any  youngsters  into  Juvenile  Court  in 
1979. 

We  have  increased  our  surveillance  of  juvenile  groups  (and  activities)  to  curtail 
their  use  of  drugs  (including  alcohol)  and  curb  juvenile  vandalism.

Combination  of  auto  accidents  and  auto  fires  remained  about  the  same  as  last 
year.  False  alarms  and  alarm  malfunctions  increased  five.  Rescue  calls  were  up 
and  structure  fires  increased  by  five.  Of  the  30  calls  only  two  were  serious  fires. 
Chimney  fires  increased  as  was  expected  but  we  did  not  have  as  many  as  we  ex- 
pected because  of  more  homes  using  wood.  All  outdoor  fires  were  of  a  minor  nature 
with  no  property  damage.  Our  new  addition  is  now  completed  and  all  of  our 
equipment  is  under  one  roof.  We  recently  put  our  new  Rescue  Truck  in  service 
which  our  fellows  are  very  proud  of  and  well  they  should  as  there  is  no  tax  money 
in  the  $16,000  purchase.  The  fellows  raised  this  money  themselves.  They  also 
completed  the  interior  of  the  truck  and  are  receiving  many  compliments  from 
outside  rescue  people.  Our  new  rescue  tool  has  been  ordered  and  will  be  here  soon. 
The  Peterborough  Lions  Club  raised  the  $8,600  for  this  tool  as  a  memorial  to  the 
three  young  Conval  students  who  lost  their  life  in  a  tragic  auto  accident  in  Milford. 
This  gift  will  give  us  one  of  the  best  equipped  Rescue  Vehicles  in  the  area  and  the 
men  are  determined  they  will  also  be  the  best  trained.  We  have  also  started  the 
Fire  Fighters  Training  Course  which  is  being  well  received. 

Ambulance  calls  increased  by  31  calls  in  1979  for  a  total  of  478.  This  increase  is  a 
result  of  more  non-emergency  calls  which  we  are  going  to  take  a  close  look  at  and 
come  up  with  other  alternatives.  Breakdown  of  calls  as  follows:

Both  Ambulances  traveled  a  distance  of  8,134  miles  during  the  year.  With  the 
completion  of  the  new  addition  to  the  Hospital  and  more  new  doctors  our  calls  to 
outside  hospitals  continued  to  decrease.  Four  of  the  six  towns  we  serve  now  have 
rescue  squads  which  make  our  work  that  much  easier  and  we  give  special  thanks 
to  these  squads.  We  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  has  given  us  assistance  in  both 
departments  during  the  past  year.  Police  Dept.  highway  dept,  civil  defense  dept, 
town  house  staff  and  doctors  and  nurses  and  staff  of  the  Monadnock  Community 
Hospital  with  a  special  thanks  to  the  "Emergency  Room  Crew."  Again  we  wish  to 
thank  all  of  our  citizens  for  their  financial  support.  We  will  show  our  appreciation 
repaying  you  with  extra  fine  service.

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REPORT  TO  TOWNS 
REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through  a  cooperative  effort 
between  town/city  fire  organizations  and  the  State  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  our  Legislature,  the 
State  Forester  has  appointed  someone  in  each  municipality  as  a  Forest  Fire 
Warden  and  charged  him  with  the  responsibility  of  forest  fire  prevention  and 
control  within  his  town/city.  This  person  may  ask  the  State  Forester  to  appoint  as 
many  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  as  may  be  necessary  to  efficiently  carry  out  his 
charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten  forest  fire  districts  with  a  full- 
time  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  in  each  district.  The  State  organization  is  charged 
with  assisting  the  municipal  forest  fire  organization  in  any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  with  forest  fire  suppression, 
fire  cause  investigation,  prosecution  of  fire  law  violators  and  forest  fire  prevention 
programs.  Forest  fire  suppression  equipment  is  purchased  through  State  bulk 
purchasing  ability  and  sold  to  local  forest  fire  organizations  at  one-half  cost. 
Excess  military  property  is  obtained  and  turned  over  to  town/city  fire  depart- 
ments at  no  cost  to  local  departments  for  conversion  into  fire  suppression  units. 
This  cooperative  arrangement  between  State  and  municipality  has  resulted  in  one 
of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States  with  less  than  one-half  acre  of 
woodland  burned  in  each  fire  reported.

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REPORT  TO  THE  PETERBOROUGH  SELECTMEN 
REPORT  OF  THE  OLD  FIREHOUSE  COMMITTEE 

The  committee's  charge  was  to  make  recommendations  as  to  the  use  of  the 
building.  We  considered  four  broad  options:  1)  move  the  building  and  retrofit,  2) 
mothball,  3)  retrofit  on  the  present  site,  4)  sell  the  building. 

1.  In  analyzing  the  option  to  move  the  building  we  found  that  it  was  possible. 
Estimated  cost  to  move  and  relocate  and  insulate  —  $50,000  plus  retrofiting.  It 
appears  the  building  would  accommodate  the  present  needs  of  the  town  business 
function. 

However  we  estimate  cost  new  of  a  similar  sized  building  designed  for  town 
office  use  would  be  $55-60,000.  So  it  does  not  seem  logical  to  us  to  pursue  this  option. 

2.  Mothball  the  building  —  while  this  could  be  a  hedge  against  future  needs,  we 
see  no  need  for  future  expansion.  When  and  if  town  operations  are  computerized  or 
consolidated  with  other  towns,  less  not  more  space  would  be  needed.  The  threat  of 
deterioration  and  vandalism,  continuing  upkeep,  and  even  minimum  heat  cost,  all 
suggest  an  unneeded  drain  on  town  finances.  We  do  not  recommend  this  option. 

3.  The  option  to  retrofit  on  the  present  site  was  considered.  If  this  was  done  it 
would  be  to  close  down  the  town  house  and  transfer  all  offices  to  this  building. 
Parking  would  continue  to  be  a  major  problem.  However  we  received  estimates  to 
fully  insulate  the  building  —  $3,500  or  to  completely  envelope  the  building  in  in- 
sulation and  put  on  a  new  exterior  —  $17,600. 

Either  procedure  would  substantially  reduce  energy  costs  and  make  the  building 
more  functional.  Because  of  extremely  limited  parking  facilities,  and  no  an- 
ticipated need  for  town  office  space,  we  do  not  recommend  this  option. 

4.  The  final  option  would  be  to  sell  the  building.  The  Planning  Board  has  advised 
us  the  property  is  in  the  commercial  zone  and  save  for  parking  requirements, 
would  have  all  commercial  options  open  to  it.  We  contacted  the  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment for  their  opinion  on  the  parking  restrictions,  but  have  no  reply  to  date. 

This  move  would  generate  monies  toward  possible  construction  of  a  new  facility 
for  town  business.  A  new  energy  efficient  building  would  also  reduce  present  utility 
costs  and  a  sale  would  add  the  property  to  the  tax  roll. 

Finally  occupancy  by  someone  should  improve  appearance  and  attractiveness 
of  the  property.  We  recommend  the  sale  of  the  property. 

In  conclusion  we  make  the  additional  recommendations : 

a.  Maintain  minimum  heat  in  the  building  this  winter.  We  believe  the  snow  load 
might  prove  excessive  without  some  heat  and  the  floors  and  boiler  might  suffer 
serious  damage  through  the  winter.  We  think  it  would  be  penny  wise  and  dollar 
foolish  to  jeopardize  the  property  value  to  save  $1,000  in  fuel  costs. 

b.  We  suggest  an  appraisal  of  the  property  might  be  in  order  and  go  to  town 
meeting  with  the  intention  of  suggesting  sale  to  the  voters. 

c.  We  suggest  a  committee  be  appointed  to  evaluate  the  town  house  and  its 
functional  utility  to  the  Town. 

If,  in  fact,  substantial  energy  savings  could  be  generated  by  a  new  building  at  a 
new  site,  we  feel  more  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  idea.  In  addition,  we 
feel  such  a  move  would  improve  a  bad  parking  and  traffic  situation  at  the  corner  of 
Main  and  Grove. 

The  committee  appreciates  the  opportunity  to  serve  and  stand  ready  to  respond 
to  the  Selectmen.

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HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Sixty-three  International  Passports  were  stamped  with  the  seal  of  the  Peter- 
borough Health  Office.  This  figure  includes  passports  held  by  residents  of  neigh- 
boring towns  who  apparently  do  not  have  a  Health  Officer  Seal. 

A  revised  law,  Chapter  305,  RSA  540-A:  1  and  48-A  relative  to  landlord  and  tenant 
relations,  which  became  effective  August  21, 1979  has  the  potential  of  requiring  the 
attention  of  the  Health  and  or  Welfare  Officer  to  a  greater  degree  than  in  the  past. 
There  are  minimum  standards  established  with  particular  references  to  plumb- 
ing, electrical  installations,  roofs,  walls,  ceilings,  and  heating  facilities. 
In  1979  the  following  activities  were  referred  to  this  office  and  investigated:

REPORT  OF  OVERSEER  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

There  were  twenty  cases  of  direct  relief  assisted  during  the  year.  As  has  been  the 
experience  since  the  establishment  of  an  office  of  the  N.H.  Division  of  Welfare  at 
202  North  Peterborough  the  majority  of  the  requests  have  been  for  emergency  or 
temporary  help  while  an  applicants  request  for  State  Assistance  is  being 
processed.  A  congenial  co-operative  association  exists  between  this  office  and  the 
State  Office  which  in  my  opinion,  is  beneficial  to  everyone  concerned. 

In  early  fall,  the  Congregational  Church  established  a  "Church  Pantry"  sup- 
ported by  donations  of  canned  foods  and  financial  contributions  for  food  purchase 
as  an  assist  to  those  in  need.  Plans  have  been  made  to  continue  the  program  into 
the  new  year.  Distribution  will  be  made  through  this  office. 

The  1979  Legislature  completely  revised  the  laws  of  Juvenile  Justice ;  which  may 
have  a  considerable  impact  on  local  Welfare  budgets ;  since  the  State  did  not  come 
close  to  providing  funds  for  its  complete  implementation. 

In  addition,  the  State  is  projecting  a  cut  back  in  some  of  its  programs  beginning 
around  February  20th.  Most  of  this  is  due  to  the  inflation  rate  and  the  increased 
costs  of  fuel.  This  could  have  a  considerable  impact  on  this  office's  1980  budget. 

Energy  related  emergencies  are  a  real  and  serious  concern  of  this  office  and 
others  dealing  with  human  needs.  This  office  must  and  will  be  ready  to  assist  most 
particularly  those  who  may  not  qualify  for  any  of  the  State  or  Federal  Grants. 

Four  Hundred  Forty  Seven  Dollars  and  Forty -Nine  Cents  ($447.49)  were 
received  from  Common  Trust  D,  the  John  Q.  Adams  Fund,  Almon  T.  Hovey  Fund, 
Asgood  Fund  and  Malinda  Upton  Fund  for  Christmas  distribution.  In  addition,  One 
Hundred  Twenty  Dollars  and  Fifty -five  Cents  ($120.55)  was  received  from  Com- 
mon Trust  D,  Overseer  of  Welfare  Fund  for  distribution.

In  December  of  this  year  I  will  complete  one  year  as  the  Code  Officer  for  the 
town  of  Peterborough. 

The  cooperation  extended  me  by  the  town  officials,  Town  house  staff,  Con- 
tractors, and  property  owners,  have  made  the  job  an  enjoyable  learning  ex- 
perience. 

This  year  has  seen  two  new  state  laws  passed,  one  on  excavation,  and  the  second 
concerning  energy  saving  in  building  and  remodeling.  The  enforcement  of  these 
laws  now  fall  under  the  town  and  its  Code  office. 

One  hundred  and  eighteen  building  permits  have  been  issued  totaling  $2,954,955. 
This  is  about  the  same  rate  of  growth  as  last  year  except  that  residential  and 
commercial  renovations  have  shown  a  marked  increase.

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LIBRARIAN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

It  was  a  year  of  firsts  for  the  Peterborough  Town  Library.  With  our  expanded 
facilities,  we  have  just  completed  our  first  year.  It  proved  a  year  of  learning:  how 
to  save  energy,  how  to  cope  with  the  growing  pains  of  a  new  building  and  new 
equipment,  and  how  to  provide  better  service  for  our  patrons. 

The  Trustees  had  the  attic  insulated,  and  approved  storm  windows  for  the  few 
remaining  windows  without  them.  Our  outside  lights  are  on  timers,  and  our  indoor 
lights  had  every  other  fluorescent  tube  removed.  We  found  out  one  morning  at  2 
a.m.  that  our  fire  alarm  system  worked,  and  Halloween  night  proved  just  how 
complicated  our  door  locks  were.  A  lot  of  our  energy  was  expended  on  the  physical 
plant,  but  we  also  added  another  service. 

It  has  long  been  our  desire  to  have  a  full-time  reference  person  on  the  staff.  In 
October,  we  hired  Judith  Garabrant  as  reference  librarian,  through  a  CETA  grant. 
In  addition  to  reference  calls,  mail  requests  and  patron  assistance,  Ms.  Garabrant 
has  updated  our  college  catalogues,  vertical  file,  and  New  Hampshire  State 
documents.  Since  last  year,  the  number  of  our  reference  questions  has  more  than 
doubled,  and  our  circulation  has  increased  by  14% . 

Our  hall  has  found  many  new  uses  besides  the  traditional  meeting  place:  adult 
education  classes,  courses  sponsored  by  the  recreation  department,  and  public 
information  nights  courtesy  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Though  the  friends  of  the  Peterborough  Town  Library  are  legion,  there  has 
never  been  a  formal  Friends  group.  In  April,  the  Friends  of  the  Peterborough 
Town  Library  were  organized,  with  Mrs.  Albert  Burgess  as  President.  Their  first 
project  was  a  monumental  Book  Sale.  Under  the  able  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  Clark 
Harrison,  and  with  the  expertise  of  antiquarian  book  dealer  Mr.  Mark  Weiss,  the 
group  realized  $1,500.  This  money  purchased  new  chairs  for  our  meeting  room. 

Another  Friends'  project  was  Brown  Bag  Lunches:  once  each  month  an  author 
speaks  to  the  group  about  books.  Guests  bring  their  own  lunches  while  the  Friends 
provide  the  beverage. 

Volunteers  were  first  utilized  in  1979.  Each  Wednesday  storytellers  enchant 
young  children  with  a  wide  variety  of  tales.  Ann  DeLeyer,  Dorothy  Morris, 
Frances  Russ,  Kay  Taylor  and  Vivien  Whitney  have  been  our  guest  storytellers. 
Doctoring  our  book  collection  each  week  were  Helen  Harrison  and  Connie  Quick. 
They  have  done  a  wonderful  job  mending.  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
publicly  thank  all  our  volunteers. 

One  of  our  concerns  this  year  was  that  with  inflationary  publishing  costs,  we 
were  buying  the  same  number,  or  even  less  books  for  more  money.  Such  was  the 
case  in  1978.  The  1454  new  books  we  accessed  in  1979  represented  a  32%  increase 
over  last  year.  Of  this  number,  15%  were  the  generous  gifts  of  many  patrons.  We 
continue  to  stretch  our  purchasing  power  by  buying  cooperatively  with  20+  area 
libraries.  The  Nubanusit  Library  Coop  affords  us  a  37%  discount  on  books,  as  well 
as  a  neighborhood  interlibrary  loan  system. 

The  staff  continues  to  be  active  in  State  library  affairs,  and  attends  continuing 
education  workshops.  Your  librarian  sits  on  the  New  Hampshire  Library 
Association  Executive  Board,  and  is  on  the  planning  committee  for  the  NHLC 
Spring  Conference. 

While  the  realities  of  Proposition  13  curtailed  library  services  elsewhere  across 
the  nation,  this  community  continued  to  show  its  support  for  its  public  library.  May 
we  continue  to  grow  with  you,  and  work  for  you  through  the  80's.

FINDINGS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE 
HYDROPOWER  COMMITTEE 

PRELIMINARY  STATEMENT 

In  March,  1979,  the  Town  approved  the  expenditure  of  $5,000.00  for  a  Preliminary 
Assessment  of  the  possibility  of  renewing  the  generation  of  water  power  on  either 
the  Contoocook  or  the  Nubanusit  in  Peterborough.  The  Peterborough  Conservation 
Commission  was  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  supervising  the  work  and 
Energy  Systems  Corporation  of  Nashua,  N.H.,  was  retained  to  prepare  the 
Preliminary  Assessment  and  prepare  a  Federal  Feasibility  Study  Loan  ap- 
plication. 

Energy  Systems  concluded  that  two  powerhouses  could  be  constructed  on  the 
Nubanusit  for  approximately  $2,800,000  with  a  total  power  relating  of  1250  KW. 
They  also  concluded  that  the  upper  site  in  West  Peterborough  (750KW)  could  yield 
3,750,000  KWH  in  a  dry  year  and  5,198,000  KWH  in  a  wet  year  which  could  be  sold  to 
Public  Service  of  N.H.  (at  4  cents  a  KWH)  for  $150,080  and  $207,920  respectively, 
and  that  the  lower  site  in  Peterborough  (500  KW)  would  yield  2,500,000  KWH  in  a 
dry  year  and  3,465,000  KWH  in  a  wet  year  which  could  be  sold  to  Public  Service  of 
N.H.  (at  4  cents  a  KWH)  for  $100,000  and  138,600  respectively.  The  total  projected 
revenues  for  both  sites  were,  therefore  $250,080  in  a  dry  year  and  $346,520  in  a  wet 
year.  While  Energy  Systems  did  not  provide  specific  figures  for  operating  or 
financing  costs  of  the  project,  it  concluded  that  the  project  was  economically  and 
technically  feasible.  They  also  stated  that  property  right  owners  had  been  con- 
tacted and  have  expressed  cooperative  intent. 

On  September  26,  1979,  the  Peterborough  Conservation  Commission  voted  to 
accept  the  Preliminary  Assessment  of  Energy  Systems,  to  request  the  Selectmen 
to  have  a  public  hearing  on  the  Preliminary  Assessment,  and  to  recommend  to  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Hydropower  Committee  to  implement  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Preliminary  Assessment  if  Town  reaction  is  favorable,  in- 
cluding an  application  for  a  federal  loan  to  pay  for  a  full  feasibility  study. 

In  early  October,  1979,  the  Selectmen  appointed  a  Committee  of  seven  members 
to  review  the  findings  in  the  Preliminary  Assessment  and  make  a  recom- 
mendation to  the  Selectmen  whether  or  not  to  proceed  by  application  for  a  federal 
loan  for  a  full  feasibility  study.  The  Committee  members  are  Walter  H.  Sweeney, 
Joachim  Wamser,  Judy  Fernald.  Socrates  Kereazis,  Robert  Stote,  Richard 
Cherwin,  and  Phillip  Dubois.  The  Committee  decided  that  it  would  conduct  an 
independent  investigation  of  the  project  to  verify  the  premises,  facts,  and  con- 
clusions in  the  Preliminary  Assessment  and  determined  that  its  inquiry  would  be 
made  from  the  technical,  legal,  and  financial  aspects  of  the  project.  As  a  result, 
the  Committee  conferred  with  numerous  experts  and  interested  parties,  reviewed 
technical  and  legal  data,  and  prepared  various  analyses  in  an  attempt  to  deter- 
mine whether  the  project  was  technically,  legally,  and  financially  feasible  to  a 
"reasonable  certainty".  On  November  7,  1979,  the  Committee  presented  an 
Interim  Report  to  the  Selectmen  which  indicated  that  there  was  a  need  for  further 
information  in  the  legal  and  financial  areas.  Since  then,  the  Committee  has  ob- 
tained the  information  and  is  prepared  to  make  its  findings  and  recommendations. 
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FINDINGS 

Technical 

1.  That  the  equipment  proposed  for  the  project  is  acceptable  and  that  the  project 
is  technically  feasible. 

2.  That  impoundment  of  water  at  MacDowell  Dam  cannot  increase  by  more  than 
two  feet  which  will  not  significantly  affect  the  averaging  of  the  flow  rate.  Flow  rate 
data  obtained  from  the  Dam  indicates  that  the  project  can  only  operate  six  to  nine 
months  a  year  with  the  turbine  capacity  proposed  by  Energy  Systems.  While  this 
does  not  affect  technical  feasibility  of  the  project,  it  has  a  substantial  impact  on  the 
financial  projections. 

3.  That  the  Town's  Public  Work's  Department  could  handle  the  operation  of  the 
power  plants  but  that  insurance  requirements  may  determine  the  skill  levels  of  the 
responsible  employees  and  maintenance  procedures  to  be  followed. 

Legal 

4.  That  the  Town  cannot  sell  power  to  its  residents.  It  can  sell  power  to  itself  for 
Town  use  or  up  to  three  industrial  users.  As  a  result,  the  primary  benefit  to  the 
Town  is  the  potential  profits  from  the  project. 

5.  That  there  are  certain  legal  impediments  to  the  project  which  will  sub- 
stantially delay  or  preclude  construction  as  follows : 

a.  Under  RSA  33:4-a,  the  Town  net  indebtedness  cannot  exceed  1.75%  of  its 
valuation  computed  in  accord  with  the  statute.  At  present,  the  net  indebtedness 
cannot  exceed  $2,132,500  whereas  the  projected  construction  cost  is  $2,800.00.  The 
Town  would  have  to  seek  special  legislation  to  allow  the  borrowing  in  question  and 
the  Committee  is  advised  that  the  Governor  does  not  want  a  special  session  in  1980. 
As  a  result,  special  legislation  may  not  be  introduced  until  January,  1981.  This 
delay  would  have  a  significant  impact  on  the  cost  of  construction  and  financing  of 
the  project. 

b.  As  the  Town  would  be  going  into  the  business  of  generating  and  selling  elec- 
tricity, it  must  comply  with  RSA  38  by  taking  the  following  steps : 

1.  Two-thirds  of  all  the  voters  present  and  voting  at  any  Annual  or  Special  Town 
meeting  duly  warned,  must  vote  by  ballot  with  the  use  of  a  checklist  that  it  is  ex- 
pedient to  establish  the  hydro-power  facility.  If  the  vote  is  unfavorable,  the 
question  shall  not  be  again  submitted  to  the  voters  within  two  years  thereafter. 

2.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  confirming  vote  by  the  Town,  the  Selectmen  shall 
notify  in  writing  any  utility  engaged  in  generating  or  distributing  electricity  for 
sale  in  the  Town  and  ask  said  utility  whether  it  elects  to  sell  that  portion  of  its  land 
and  property  located  within  the  Town  and  even  that  portion  of  the  plant  and 
property  lying  outside  said  municipality  which  the  public  interest  may  require  the 
municipality  to  purchase. 

3.  The  utility  must  make  written  reply  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  within  sixty 
days  of  the  receipt  of  said  inquiry.  Additional  sections, of  the  law  provide  for  the 
method  of  valuing  the  property  of  the  utility  to  be  acquired  by  the  town. 

4.  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  proper  notice  and  public  hearing  must 
determine  that  it  is  in  the  public  interest  to  construct  the  hydro-power  facility. 
Once  such  a  decision  is  made,  the  Town  may  construct  the  facility  and  may  take 
property  by  condemnation.  The  Public  Utilities  Commission  apparently 
establishes  the  value  of  any  land  so  taken.  If  an  existing  municipal  power  plant  is 
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not  involved  the  Town  also  has  its  normal  eminent  domain  powers.  Eminent 
domain  can  also  be  exercised  under  the  Federal  Power  Act. 

5.  RSA  38: 11  requires  a  ratification  vote  within  ninety  days  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  approval  but  this  appears  to  apply  only  in  the  event  the  Town  is  taking 
all  or  part  of  an  existing  public  utilities  facility. 

c.  There  is  a  legal  question  of  whether  or  not  RSA  38  applies  to  small-scale 
hydropower  projects  due  to  the  provisions  of  RSA  362-A  which  exempt  producers  of 
not  more  than  five  megawatts  from  the  public  utility  laws.  The  Governor's  Energy 
office  has  requested  a  ruling  from  the  Attorney  General's  office  on  this  question, 
but,  irrespective  of  the  ruling,  bond  counsel  will  require  an  interpretation  of  the 
Supreme  Court  and  Town  Counsel's  opinion  is  that  the  project  will  not  be  exempted 
from  the  requirements  of  RSA  38. 

d.  In  the  event  that  the  Town  does  exercise  its  eminent  domain  powers,  com- 
pliance with  RSA  498-A  is  required.  In  general,  there  would  be  a  professional  ap- 
praisal, offer  to  purchase,  notice  requirements,  filing  of  the  Declaration  of  Taking 
with  the  Superior  Court,  the  recording  of  the  Notice  of  Condemnation  in  the 
Registry  of  Deeds,  and  various  procedures  before  the  Eminent  Domain  Com- 
mission and  the  Superior  Court  concerning  the  necessity  of  taking  and  the 
damages  to  be  paid  for  the  property  taken. 

e.  In  the  event  the  Town  does  enter  into  any  sales  contracts  for  the  retail  sale  of 
electricity,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  required  to  review  and  approve  the 
contracts  and  a  hearing  may  be  required. 

6.  That  certain  approvals  must  be  obtained  before  construction  starts  as  follows : 

a.  The  N.H.  Water  Resources  Board  must  review  the  project  and  approve  it  for 
safety  and  water  quality 

b.  A  "short-form"  license  application  must  be  filed  with  the  Federal  Energy 
Regulatory  Commission  in  Washington,  D.C.  Legal  costs  are  approximately 
$5,000.00  for  preparation  of  the  license  application  and  processing  takes  about 
twelve  months.  A  contract  with  PSNH  or  other  purchaser  must  be  negotiated  prior 
to  filing  of  the  application.  Federal  loans  are  available  to  assist  with  payment  of 
the  costs  of  the  application. 

c.  A  dredge  and  fill  permit  would  be  required  and  the  N.H.  Fish  and  Game 
Department,  N.H.  Historic  Commission,  and  Conservation  Commission  should 
approve  the  project. 

7.  That  it  would  be  desirable  to  obtain  letters  of  intent  from  property  owners 
relative  to  the  required  easements.  In  this  regard,  PSNH  could  be  helpful  con- 
cerning the  procedures  to  be  followed. 

FINANCIAL 

8.  That  the  estimated  cost  of  construction  of  the  project  ($2,800,000)  is 
significantly  higher  than  the  average  cost  of  construction  of  other  projects  on  a  per 
KW  basis.  Most  projects  cost  between  $1,600.00  and  $1,800.00  per  KW  whereas  the 
proposed  project  is  $2,240.00  a  KW.  The  increased  cost  may  be  due  to  the  length  of 
the  penstock  required. 

9.  That  the  cost  of  operation  of  the  project  is  undetermined  and  will  depend,  in 
large  part,  on  the  cost  of  insurance  and  insurance  requirements  relative  to  the  skill 
levels  of  employees  and  maintenance  procedures.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee, 
the  cost  of  operation  will  be  at  least  $50,000.00  per  year  and,  possibly,  more. 

10.  That  the  cost  of  financing  the  project  will  be  significantly  more  than  in- 
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dicated  in  the  Preliminary  Assessment  based  on  data  supplied  by  the  New 
England  Merchants  National  Bank,  as  follows: 

a )  Issue  of  tax  exempt  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $3,000,000  repaid  over  15  years  at 
present  market  interest  rate  ( 6.90% ) : 

1st  Year  Principal  and  Interest  $407,000 

2nd  Year  Principal  and  Interest  393,200 

3rd  Year  Principal  and  Interest  379,400 

Payments  decline  from  $365,600  in 
4th  Year  to  $213,800  in  15th  year 

b)  Issue  of  tax  exempt  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $3,000,000  repaid  over  20  years  at 
present  market  interest  rate  (7.25% ) : 

1st  Year  Principal  and  Interest  $367,500 

2nd  Year  Principal  and  Interest  356,625 

3rd  Year  Principal  and  Interest  345,750 

Payments  decline  from  $344,875  in 
4th  Year  to  $160,875  in  20th  Year. 

c)  Issue  of  the  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $3,000,000  through  the  Farmers  Home 
Administration  paid  over  15  years  at  the  present  interest  rate  of  5% : 

1st  Year  Principal  and  Interest  $350,000 

2nd  Year  Principal  and  Interest  340,000 

3rd  Year  Principal  and  Interest  330,000 

Payments  decline  from  $320,000  in  the 
4th  Year  to  $210,000  in  the  15th  Year. 

d)  Issue  of  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $3,000,000  through  the  Farmers  Home 
Administration  repaid  over  20  years  at  the  present  interest  rate  of  5% : 

1st  Year  Principal  and  Interest  $300,000 

2nd  Year  Principal  and  Interest  292,500 

3rd  Year  Principal  and  Interest  285,000 

Payments  decline  from  $277,500  in 
4th  Year  to  $157,500  and  20th  Year. 

e)  Issue  of  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $3,000,000  guaranteed  by  the  Rural  Elec- 
trification Administration  repaid  over  15  years  at  the  present  interest  rate  of 
6.75%: 

1st  Year  Principal  and  Interest  $402,500 

2nd  Year  Principal  and  Interest  389,000 

3rd  Year  Principal  and  Interest  375,500 

Payments  decline  from  $362,000  in  the 
4th  Year  to  $227,000  in  15th  Year. 

f)  Issue  of  bonds  in  the  amount  of  $3,000,000  guaranteed  by  the  Rural  Elec- 
trification Administration  repaid  over  20  years  at  present  interest  rate  of  7.00% : 

1st  Year  Principal  and  Interest  $360,000 

2nd  Year  Principal  and  Interest  349,500 

3rd  Year  Principal  and  Interest  339,000 

Payments  decline  from  $328,500  in 

4th  Year  to  $160,500  in  20th  Year. 

11.  That  the  projected  revenues  from  the  sale  of  the  power  from  the  project, 

based  on  flow  rate  data  for  the  years  1971-1976  and  efficiency  information  from 

Allis  Chambers,  would  be  as  follows :  *

12.  That  assuming  the  lowest  financing  cost  (FHA  20  years)  for  the  first  year  of 
$300,000  and  a  cost  of  operation  of  $50,000,  or  a  total  first  year  cost  of  $350,000,  only 
one  year  (1973)  from  1971-1976  would  have  generated  sufficient  revenues  to  cover 
the  costs  of  5  cents  a  KWH.  In  this  regard,  PSNH  is  presently  paying  4  cents  a  KWH 
for  interuptable  service  and  4.5  cents  for  noninterruptable  service.  Even  at  6  cents 
per  KWH,  only  two  years  ( 1973  and  1976)  would  have  generated  sufficient  revenues 
to  cover  the  costs  involved. 

13.  That  any  deficits  between  the  revenues  generated  from  the  project  and  the 
cost  of  financing  and  operation  would  have  to  be  paid  from  tax  revenues  received 
from  residents  of  the  Town. 

14.  That  there  would  be  legal  and  other  costs  associated  with  the  issue  of  bonds 
ranging  up  to  $30,000.00  if  a  registration  is  required. 

15.  That  the  Town  could  possibly  sell  revenue  bonds  which  are  secured  only  by 
the  project  (rather  than  the  Town's  general  credit)  in  an  attempt  to  avoid  the  debt 
limitation  of  RSA  33:4-a  (paragraph  5a,  supra),  but  there  is  a  legal  question  of 
whether  or  not  such  bonds  are  "indebtedness"  for  purposes  of  the  statue  which  is 
undecided.  That  such  bonds  could  be  sold  in  a  private  placement  to  avoid  fees 
involved  in  other  bond  issues. 

*  The  calculation  was  based  on  a  constant  86%  efficiency  rating  for  the  wheels,  30 
day  months,  and  a  reduction  of  15  CFS  from  average  flow  to  maintain  water  in  the 
river. 

16.  That  the  project  would  probably  not  be  attractive  to  potential  joint  venture 
partners,  eg.  Raytheon  Co.  and  Lawrence  Hydro  Associates,  due  to  the 
cost/revenue  projections  referred  to  above,  but  may  possibly  be  attractive  as  a  tax 
shelter. 

17.  That  grants  may  be  available  for  such  projects  through  the  U.S.  Economic 
Development  Administration  but  that  Peterborough  would  not  qualify  due  to  its 
relative  affluence  and  non-urban  character. 

18.  That  PSNH  cannot  project  what  per  KWH  rate  it  will  be  paying  in  the  future. 

19.  That  the  Town  used  734,464,  KWH  during  the  twelve  months  ending  October 
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31,  1979,  for  Town  Building  Accounts,  Street  Lighting,  Water  Department,  Sewer 
Department,  and  Recreation  Department. 

20.  That  the  federal  loan  program  for  feasibility  studies  is  limited  to  a  maximum 
loan  of  $50,000.00  and  the  proposed  project  cannot  require  any  increase  in  the 
height  or  size  of  impoundment  structures.  The  loan  is  for  90%  of  the  cost  of  the 
study  and  must  be  repaid  within  ten  years.  Interest  is  determined  annually  and  the 
first  payment  is  on  the  fourth  anniversary  of  the  loan.  Each  payment  is  one- 
seventh  of  the  principal  and  accrued  interest.  The  present  interest  rate  is  6  7/8% 
and  yearly  interest  rate  increases  are  limited  to  1a%.  Under  new  regulations,  the 
loan  may  be  cancelled  if  the  project  is  not  technically  or  economically  feasible  or 
cannot  be  built  due  to  a  factor  not  in  the  Town's  control  if  it  acted  in  good  faith.  If 
the  project  is  feasible  but  the  Town  decides  not  to  proceed,  the  loan  must  be  repaid. 

21.  That,  in  the  event  that  the  Town  decides  to  borrow  funds  to  proceed  with  the 
feasibility  study,  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  March  will  be  required.  Also,  if  any  federal  or  state  aid  is  to  be  ac- 
cepted, such  acceptance  requires  a  two-thirds  vote  of  voters  present  and  voting  at 
any  Annual  or  Special  Town  Meeting.  If  the  Town  is  going  to  borrow  a  sum  in  ex- 
cess of  $100,000.00,  a  public  hearing  must  be  held  at  least  15  days  and  not  more  than 
60  days  prior  to  the  Town  Meeting,  and  any  article  appearing  in  the  Warrant  which 
proposes  such  a  bond  issue  shall  be  acted  upon  prior  to  other  business  at  the  Town 
Meeting,  except  the  election  of  officers  and  zoning  matters,  or  as  otherwise 
determined  by  the  voters  at  the  meeting. 

CONCLUSIONS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  unanimous  conclusions  and  recommendations  of  the  Committee  are  as 
follows : 

A.  While  the  Preliminary  Assessment  correctly  stated  that  the  proposed  project 
is  technically  feasible,  it  is  deficient  with  regard  to  the  costs  of  the  project  and  did 
not  consider  the  legal  impediments. 

B.  The  proposed  project  consisting  of  two  powerhouses,  one  below  MacDowell 
Dam  in  West  Peterborough  and  the  other  near  the  confluence  of  the  Nubanusit  and 
the  Contoocook,  is  not  feasible  at  this  time  due  to  the  legal  impediments  and  the 
recommended  cost  of  financing. 

C.  The  Town  should  neither  contract  for  a  complete  feasibility  study  of  the 
proposed  project  nor  apply  for  a  federal  loan  to  assist  with  the  financing  of  the  cost 
of  such  a  study  since,  based  on  the  findings  of  the  Committee,  the  proposed  project 
is  not  feasible  at  this  time.  As  a  result,  a  public  hearing  is  not  necessary. 

D.  The  Committee  desires  to  stress  that  its  conclusions  and  recommendations  on 
the  proposed  project  do  not  mean  that  any  hydropower  project  is  not  feasible  in 
Peterborough.  Rather,  the  Committee  recommends  that  an  alternative  project, 
reduced  in  design  and  scope  and  entailing  a  single  power  station  at  either  the  upper 
or  lower  site  with  a  smaller  turbine,  be  considered.  In  this  regard,  the  upper  site 
appears  to  be  more  attractive  due  to  the  greater  head  and  cost  efficiencies. 
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E.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Peterborough  Conservation  Com- 
mission be  allowed  to  review  and  comment  on  these  findings,  conclusions,  and 
recommendations  before  they  are  made  public.

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COMMENTARY  BY  THE  PETERBOROUGH  CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION  ON  THE  DECEMBER  4,  1979  FINDINGS  AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  HYDROPOWER  COMMITTEE 
AND  RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  ACTION. 

First  we  wish  to  commend  the  Hydropower  Committee  on  the  extent,  depth  and 
conscientiousness  of  its  evaluation  of  the  Preliminary  Hydropower  Assessment 
prepared  under  the  direction  of  our  Commission.  Like  so  many  other  volunteer 
committees  asked  by  the  town  to  do  a  job,  this  group  obviously  devoted  much  time 
to  the  assignment  and  developed  some  important  facts. 

We  were  pleased  to  see  that  they  agreed  on  the  technical  feasibility  and 
economic  potential  of  using  the  water  power  of  the  Nubanusit  to  generate  electric 
power  to  help  ease  the  energy  crunch. 

We  are  glad  that  they  developed  information  on  legal  problems  that  need  to  be 
resolved  —  the  debt  limitation  and  the  possible  application  of  RSA  38,  a  law  ob- 
viously designed  to  make  it  almost  impossible  for  municipalities  to  take  over  and 
operate  the  facilities  of  a  public  utility  for  municipal  operation.  This  law  clearly 
was  not  meant  to  apply,  except  technically,  to  our  situation,  because  we  propose 
only  to  supplement  the  excellent  power  system  of  the  Public  Service  Co.,  utilizing  a 
water  power  source  too  limited  for  their  consideration.  RSA  362-A,  which  exempts 
producers  of  less  than  five  megawatts,  was  obviously  designed  to  encourage  just 
the  kind  of  project  proposed  for  Peterborough,  but  because  the  town,  not  a  private 
individual  or  company,  is  to  be  the  developer,  RSA  38  becomes  a  technical  im- 
pediment. We  are  sure  that,  either  by  court  determination  or  by  legislation,  this 
oversight  can  and  will  be  corrected. 

The  financial  exploration  done  by  the  Hydropower  Committee  was  interesting 
and  developed  the  possibility  that  in  dry  years  the  earnings  might  not  cover  bond 
interest  and  the  annual  repayment  of  principal,  assuming  the  project  costs  as 
much  as  $2,800.00. 

We  still  doubt  that  annual  operating  costs  will  be  as  much  as  $50,000,  even  in- 
cluding insurance,  and  would  suggest  that  the  town  consider  self  insurance  for  the 
project  as  insurance  companies  probably  do  not  have  adequate  data  to  determine 
reasonable  rates  on  such  insurance. 

Even  if  we  assume  that  the  Committee's  conclusions  on  financing  are  correct, 
and  that  in  early  years  the  tax  rate  might  be  slightly  impacted,  they  did  not  put 
equal  emphasis  in  their  report  on  the  long  range  financial  picture.  Basically,  while 
there  may  be  risk  of  this  kind  of  impact  in  early  years,  a  year  like  1979  would  have 
more  than  covered  debt  service  and  —  most  important  —  after  15  or  20  years,  when 
the  bonds  were  paid  off,  the  town  would  enjoy  probably  20  to  25  more  years  of  debt- 
free  income  of  several  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  year,  before  it  might  be 
necessary  to  replace  turbines.  We  believe  also,  on  the  basis  of  rate  increases 
predicted  by  Public  Service  Co.,  that  the  return  from  a  sale  contract  to  them  might 
soon  escalate  to  8  cents  or  more  per  K.W.H.,  which  would  make  the  project  cover 
debt  service  even  in  early  years. 

We  are  particularly  pleased  to  see  that  the  Hydropower  Committee  recom- 
mended that  the  town  explore  the  possibility  of  developing  a  one-site  project.  This 
indicates  that  the  Committee  viewed  their  charge  by  the  Selectmen  in  a  much 
narrower  way  than  the  Conservation  Commission  had  envisioned  in  proposing  the 
appointment  of  the  Hydropower  Committee,  for  we  had  envisioned  the  Committee 
being  charged  with  the  duty,  not  just  of  reviewing  the  exact  Energy  Systems 
proposal,  but  rather  with  the  responsibility  of  carrying  forward  a  hydropower 
project  for  the  town  of  some  kind  if  it  seemed  feasible. 
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The  Conservation  Commission  therefore  recommends : 

(1)  That  either  the  present  Hydropower  Committee,  or  a  new  one,  be  charged 
with  carrying  forward  at  least  a  one-site  project  as  recommended  in  part  D  of  the 
Hydropower  Committee  Report. 

(2)  That  an  application  be  made  by  the  town,  as  originally  proposed,  for  a 
Feasibility  Study  to  develop  all  the  hard  facts  for  at  least  a  one-site  development, 
and  that  an  application  for  a  Federal  Loan  of  $50,000  to  finance  this  study  be  filed 
as  soon  as  possible,  with  the  understanding  that  the  study  would  not  be  carried  out 
if  the  loan  were  not  forthcoming. 

If  the  solid  study  of  all  phases  —  technical  and  economic  —  proved  negative,  90% 
of  the  loan  would  be  forgiven  oy  the  government,  and  the  $5,000  we  have  already 
expended  would  constitute  the  10%  cost  to  be  paid  by  the  town.  Briefly,  the  town 
has  absolutely  nothing  to  lose,  as  we  see  it,  by  carrying  forward  with  the  complete 
feasibility  study,  and  everyone  seems  to  agree  that  if  it  proves  a  one-site  or  two- 
site  development  to  be  feasible,  the  town  should  be  willing  to  proceed  with  this  tax- 
saving,  energy-saving  proposal. 

If  this  requires  a  hearing  before  Town  Meeting,  we  suggest  such  a  hearing  be 
scheduled  promptly.  If  it  can  all  be  accomplished  at  the  March  Town  Meeting,  an 
article  or  articles  to  accomplish  this  should  be  included  in  the  warrant  by  the 
Selectmen. 

To  summarize:  The  facts  developed  so  far  indicate  that  there  are  long  range 
financial  benefits  to  Peterborough  taxpayers  from  utilizing  their  available  water 
power  to  produce  electricity.  Because  this  is  a  new  field,  it  obviously  presents 
special  short-range  difficulties  to  be  resolved,  but  none  seem  unsurmountable,  and 
in  the  present  inflationary  climate  the  project  will  be  most  beneficial  if  begun  at 
once. 

Postponement  may  indeed  result  in  cost  escalations  which  would  reduce  the 
financial  benefit  to  the  town. 

We  recommend,  therefore,  that  action  be  taken  by  the  Selectmen  to  move  for- 
ward on  a  town  hydropower  project  as  rapidly  as  possible.  We  will  never  know  all 
the  details  and  possibilities  until  a  complete  feasibility  study  is  carried  out,  and  the 
elements  for  such  a  study,  at  essentially  no  further  cost  to  the  town,  seem 
presently  to  be  available. 

To  reiterate,  we  recommend  the  implementation  of  Recommendation  D  of  the 
Hydropower  Committee.

The  Peterborough  Planning  Board  met  regularly  on  the  third  Monday  evening  of 
each  month,  and  also  held  eight  special  meetings  of  which  two  were  public  hear- 
ings on  amendments  to  the  Town  zoning  ordinance. 

Much  of  the  Board's  attention  the  first  part  of  the  year  was  directed  to  zoning 
amendments,  and  technical  up-dating  of  the  code.  There  were  16  proposed 
changes,  of  which  three  were  by  petition.  All  but  one  of  the  amendments  were 
adopted  by  Town  Meeting  vote,  including  changes  on  High  Street  from  General 
Residence  to  Family  Zone,  and  Summer  Street  from  Commercial  to  General 
Residence.  Rejected  was  a  petition  to  reduce  minimum  lot  sizes  from  40,000  square 
feet  to  20,000  in  the  Family  Zone,  where  the  lots  are  served  by  town  water  and 
sewer. 

Several  more  zoning  amendments  are  proposed  for  1980,  including  new  sections 
relating  to  land  use  in  the  flood  plain,  and  petition  requests  to  increase  density  in 
the  General  Residence  zone  from  four  to  eight  units  per  acre,  also  to  rezone  land  at 
the  south  end  of  Mercer  Avenue  from  Family  and  Rural  to  General  Residence.  The 
latter  two  proposals  are  intended  to  accommodate  a  rent-subsidized  federal  hous- 
ing project  for  the  elderly  on  Mercer  Avenue.  The  flood  plain  articles  are  man- 
dated by  federal  law. 

There  were  no  major  development  projects  before  the  Board  during  the  year. 
One  subdivision  which  was  approved  in  1978,  the  so-called  Phase  4  at  Pineridge  of 
34  lots,  changed  ownership  from  Phillip  M.  Young  to  Ionian  Transport,  Inc.  The 
Board  approved  an  arrangement  with  Ionian  whereby  the  company  deposited 
$300,000  in  an  escrow  account  at  the  First  National  Bank  to  guarantee  construction 
of  roads,  water,  and  sewer  services  in  the  Phase  4  area.  No  homes  have  yet  started 
in  the  development. 

The  Board  held  hearings  on  sixteen  subdivisions,  of  which  only  two  had  more 
than  two  lots.  They  were:  John  and  Lois  Reiss,  Greenfield  and  Old  Greenfield 
roads,  six  lots;  Franklin  Pierce  College,  General  Miller  Road  and  Sand  Hill  Road, 
four  lots. 

Two  site  plans,  for  a  car  wash  and  72x80  foot  store  addition  at  Peterborough 
Plaza,  and  a  building  for  Sandhill,  Inc.,  on  Concord  Street  were  presented  for 
Board  review.  One  previously  approved  sudivision,  for  land  of  the  Square  &  Com- 
pass Club,  off  Evans  Flats  and  Route  101W,  was  withdrawn  by  the  owner.  Only  one 
subdivision  application  was  turned  down,  and  the  owner,  who  asked  for  two  lots  on 
Windy  Row.  agreed  to  use  his  land  for  one  houselot. 

Seven  applications  involved  boundary  line  adjustments,  which  were  approved, 
while  five  others  were  passed  on  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  as  they  required 
Special  Exceptions.  Two  members  of  the  Board  were  reappointed  by  the  Select- 
men in  April  to  five-year  terms.  They  were  Harlan  E.  Karr,  Jr.  and  Paul  C.  Cum- 
mings,  Jr. 

The  Board  wishes  to  recognize  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  officials  and 
other  citizens  who  have  been  involved  in  planning  functions.  The  Board  feels  the 
Town  is  fairly  and  adequately  protected  by  its  various  codes  and  ordinances,  and 
that  changes  in  the  rules,  if  any,  should  be  made  only  for  the  purpose  of  making 
Our  Town  even  a  better  place  in  which  to  live  and  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PETERBOROUGH  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

The  Peterborough  Board  of  Adjustment  considered  twenty-nine  applications 
during  1979,  all  of  which  were  requests  for  either  a  special  exception  or  a  variance. 
A  special  exception  allows  the  use  of  property  for  a  particular  purpose  stated  in  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  if  the  Board  determines  that  the  use  will  not  adversely  affect 
other  neighboring  properties  and  will  be  consistent  with  the  overall  character  of 
the  respective  zoning  district.  On  the  other  hand,  a  request  for  a  variance  asks  the 
Board  to  permit  something  that  is  not  provided  for  in  the  Zoning  Ordinance  at  all, 
and  usually  requires  the  applicant  to  show  that  some  undue  hardship  will  result 
unless  the  variance  is  granted. 

In  the  Family  Zone,  two  special  exception  applications  were  granted,  one  per- 
mitting an  individual  to  conduct  an  antique  restoration  and  furniture  repair 
business  at  his  residence,  and  the  other  permitting  an  architect  to  maintain  his 
professional  office  in  his  home.  Three  variance  applications  were  also  approved, 
one  permitting  the  construction  of  a  professional  painting  studio  closer  to  the 
owner's  lot  line  than  otherwise  permitted;  the  second  allowing  construction  of  a 
single-family  home  on  an  existing  lot  which  had  been  rendered  substandard  in  size 
due  to  subsequent  zoning  amendments;  and  the  last  permitting  creation  of  a  lot 
with  less  than  the  required  frontage  on  a  Town  right  of  way,  where  there  was 
already  a  separate  dwelling  on  that  portion  of  the  property. 

Nine  applications  concerned  property  in  the  General  Residence  Zone,  five  of 
which  requested  variances  and  four  requested  special  exceptions.  The  Board 
granted  a  variance  to  permit  a  one-bedroom  apartment  in  a  house  on  Granite 
Street,  because  the  premises  had  been  used  for  such  purpose  in  the  recent  past. 
The  Board  also  granted  variances  to  permit  six  dwelling  units  to  be  constructed  on 
property  on  Summer  Street,  where  the  amount  of  land  would  have  permitted  only 
five  and  a  fraction;  and  to  construct  a  garage  and  condominium  unit  closer  to  the 
lot  line  than  the  required  setback.  Variance  applications  were  denied  to  one  ap- 
plicant who  sought  to  open  a  real  estate  office  on  property  on  Summer  Street  which 
had  just  been  rezoned  by  Town  Meeting  vote  from  Commercial  to  General 
Residence,  and  to  another  applicant  who  sought  approval  to  construct  a  dwelling 
on  a  lot  which  was  substandard  in  character  and  which  had  never  been  approved 
for  subdivision  from  the  neighboring  lot  sold  by  the  owner  several  years  ago.  The 
Board  granted  a  special  exception  for  use  of  the  former  Goyette  Museum  property 
for  the  purpose  of  displaying  and  exhibiting  antique  cars  and  conducting  a  mail 
order  business  for  antique  MG  auto  parts.  Also  approved  were  a  request  for  a 
special  exception  to  use  the  former  Countryside  Lodging  property  as  business 
offices  and  retail  shops,  a  request  to  convert  a  nonconforming  use  as  a  gift  shop  to 
a  dress  shop,  and  a  request  to  conduct  a  beauty  shop  as  a  customary  home  oc- 
cupation. 

In  the  Commercial  Zone,  the  Board  considered  two  variance  applications,  one  of 
which  was  approved  to  permit  a  sign  greater  in  size  than  otherwise  allowable 
under  the  Ordinance,  and  one  of  which  was  determined  to  be  unnecessary, 
inasmuch  as  the  property  was  entirely  in  the  Commercial  Zone  and  the  proposed 
use  as  professional  offices  was  permissable  without  the  need  for  Board  approval. 
The  Board  granted  three  applications  for  special  exceptions,  permitting  the 
establishment  of  a  restaurant  and  outside  window  for  ice  cream  service  provided 
certain  conditions  were  met;  allowing  the  installation  of  an  underground  oil 
storage  tank;  and  permitting  construction  of  a  car  wash  at  the  Peterborough 
Plaza,  also  subject  to  numerous  terms  and  conditions. 

The  Board  acted  upon  two  applications  concerning  property  in  the  Industrial 
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Zone,  granting  a  special  exception  for  an  underground  oil  storage  tank  and 
denying  a  request  for  a  variance  to  use  industrial  property  for  a  day  care  center, 
the  latter  being  refused  primarily  because  of  concern  for  hazardous  traffic  con- 
ditions. 

In  the  Rural  Zone,  the  Board  was  presented  with  six  variance  applications  and 
two  requests  for  special  exceptions.  Five  variance  applications  were  granted: 
permitting  an  advertising  sign  to  be  re-erected  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  its 
location  prior  to  recent  construction  on  the  Steele  Road  bridge ;  permitting  con- 
struction of  a  garage  closer  to  a  lot  line  than  the  Ordinance  would  have  otherwise 
allowed ;  allowing  the  creation  of  a  lot  with  slightly  less  than  the  required  frontage 
on  a  Town  right  of  way ;  permitting  construction  of  a  residence  on  a  lot  originally 
approved  for  subdivision  by  the  Town,  despite  the  lack  of  frontage  on  a  Town  right 
of  way;  and  finally,  allowing  a  lot  to  be  created  with  somewhat  less  than  the 
required  frontage,  where  there  was  an  existing  dwelling  on  the  property  which  had 
been  served  adequately  by  the  lesser  frontage  for  many  years.  The  Board  denied  a 
variance  application  which  sought  permission  to  create  a  lot  with  no  frontage 
whatsoever  on  a  Town  right  of  way.  Special  exceptions  were  granted  to  allow 
construction  and  operation  of  a  portable  saw  mill,  subject  to  numerous  conditions, 
and  to  authorize  the  layout  of  the  parking  plan  for  the  proposed  new  day  care 
center. 

In  keeping  with  its  performance  in  recent  years,  the  Board  continued  its  trend  of 
denying  requests  for  variances  of  use  restrictions,  except  in  extraordinary  cases, 
while  granting  variances  of  setback,  frontage  and  other  such  requirements  where 
reasonably  necessary  and  appropriate,  and  of  permitting  uses  by  special  ex- 
ception subject  to  conditions  consistent  with  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  Zoning 
Ordinance.

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BOOKKEEPING  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

The  bookkeeping  study  committee  was  formed  in  May  1979  and  charged  with  the 
responsibility  to  review  the  bookkeeping  and  accounting  practices  currently  used 
in  the  town  and  to  make  recommendations  as  to  necessary  changes  or 
modifications.  With  this  charge  in  mind,  we,  the  committee,  have  met  with  the 
selectmen,  town  office  personnel,  representatives  from  the  budget  committee  and 
department  heads  to  discuss  their  problems  and  needs  within  the  bookkeeping 
system. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that,  if  properly  managed  according  to 
procedures,  the  present  bookkeeping  system  is  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  town 
for  the  next  several  years,  provided  however  that  some  minor  changes  be  made  to 
some  technical  aspects  of  the  systems. 

The  present  system  was  installed  in  1969  and  was  a  comprehensive  system  with 
detailed  policies  and  procedures  on  all  major  bookkeeping  or  accounting  prac- 
tices. It  included  but  is  not  limited  to  a  purchase  order  system,  a  bid  or  quotation 
system,  authorizations  for  expenditures,  etc.  The  system  contemplated  the  need 
for  information  retrieval  and  was  originally  set  up  to  accomplish  same.

3.  Purchase  Order  System 

4.  A/P  Check  Register

9.  Computer  vs.  Present  System
